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CONGRESS QUITS: 
TS SALARIES UP 


Goes Out After Beating 
Various Proposals. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[(Spe 
clal.}] — The Sixty-eighth congress 
passed into history today without 
having during its final days enacted 
any of the measures which had been 
the principal subjects of controversy. 

Farm legislation, the Muscle Shoals 
bill, the McFadden banking Dill, the 
Cramton prohibition bureau bill, and 
various other measures all went by 
the beard. 

One of the conspicuous products of 
the session was the increase in sal- 
aries of members of congress, mem- 
bers of the cabinet, and of the Vice 
President. President Coolidge signed 
the legislative appropriation bill, con- 
taining the salary increases, at the 
capitol a few minutes before the ses- 
sion came to an end. He made no 
comment on his action. 

Salaries Effective at Once. 

Under the bill as approved, salaries 
of cabinet members, the speaker of the 
house, and the Vice President are 
raised from $12,000 to $15,000, and 
those of representatives and senators 
from $7,500 to $10,000. The salary in- 
creases were effective with the new 
terms which commenced at noon to- 
day. 

Little of consequence was ac 
complished at the closing sessions. 
The chief action by the senate was the 
approval of the conference report on 
the deficiency appropriation bill, the 
last of the annual appropration meas- 
ues, This bill, as it went to the Presi- 
dent. was without any of the public 
buildings’ amendments which were the 
subject of controversy and which de- 
layed a final agreement. 

World Court Bill Tabled. 

Senator McKellar [(Dem., Tenn.) 
made a final effort to obtain action 
on a world court resolution, but his 
resolution was tabled on the motion 
of Senator Moses [Rep., N. H.]. 

Senator Oddie (Rep., Nev.) sought 
to call up his resolution for an ex- 
tension of the studies by the commis- 
sion on gold and silver, of which he 
has been chairman. Objection was 
made to its consideration. 

Senator Bursum [Rep., N. M.] vel 
ly attempted to get action on 4 
pension bill.

Unlike the vast majority 
of deliberative ‘and legislative bodies, 
the senate does not elect its presiding 
officer. He is designated for his duty 
by the constitution of the United 
States. 


“In the administration of this office 
his duty is to be concerned with meth- 
ods of effective procedure, as distin- 
guished from any legislative policy of 
tly body over which he presides. It 
is not for the Vice President to be per- 
sonally concerned with the interests 
of political parttes or with the policies 
or projects involved in legislative ac- 
tion, save in that unusual contingency 
where, under the constitution, it be 
comes necessary for him to cast the 
@eciding vote in case of a tle. 


Must Not Guide Legislation. 
“ Nor should he, tn view of that un- 


usual contingency, assnme any atti 


tude toward prospective legisiation 
until the contingency occurs. Any 
other course would inevitably lessen 
the weight of his influence in those 
impartial and nonpartisan matters 
with which it is his duty, under the 
constitution, to be concerned. 

“In my conduct I trust I may yield 
to no senator in fairness, courtesy, 
and kindliness, and in deference to 
those unwritten laws which always 
govern any association of gentlemen, 
whether official or private. 

“It ghall be my purpose not to 
transgreéss in any way those limits to 
my official activity determined by the 
constitution and by proper parliamen- 
tary procedure. But the Vice Presi- 
dent, in part because he is not elected 
by the members of this body, nor by 
a state, but by the people of the United 
States, and his constitutional and offi- 
cial relations are to the senate as a 
whole, should always express himself 
on the relations of its methods of trans 
acting publirc business to the welfare 
of the nation. 


Daty to End Inefficiency. 


“For him, therefore, to officially call 
to the attention of the senate any col- 
lective duty such as an improvement 
in the method under which its busi- 
ness is carried on, so far from being ari 
irrelevant and uncalled-for action on 
his part, is a supreme duty 

“In past years, because the mem- 
bers of this body have cherished most 
commendable feelings of fairness, cour- 
tesy, and consideration for each other 
as individuals, certain customs have 
been evolved. These have crystallized 
into fixed and written rules of pruce 
dure for the transaction of public busi- 
ness which, in their present form, 
place power in the hands of individuals 
to am extent, at times, sybversive to 
the fundamental principles of free rep- 
resentative government. 

“Whatever may be said about the 
misuse of this power under the present 
rules of the senate, the fact remains 
that its existence inimical as it is to 
the principles of our .constitutional 
government cannot properly be 
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Vice President Charles G. Dawes aroused the senate as it seldom 
bas been stirred when he criticized senatorial rules in his inaugural speech.

How Situation Evolved. 


“Tt has evolved as a natural conse-

they are in the minority, either of opin- 
ion or of party. 

“ But, however natural has been the 
evolution of the present rules, how- 
ever commendable that existing desire 
on the part of all that the rights of 
each individual senator should be ob- 
served; the fact remains that under 
them the rights of the nation and of 
the American people”have béen over- 
looked—and this, notwithstan@ing that 
their full recognition of the rights of 
the nation are in no wise inconsistent 
with the recognition of every essential]

“Who would dare to contend that 
| under the spirit of Democratic govern- 
ment the power to kill legislation pro- 
viding the revenues to pay the ex- 
penses of government should, during 
the last few days of a session, ever be 
In the hands of a minority or perhaps 
one senator? 

“Why should they ever be able to 
compel the President of the United 
States to call an extra session of con- 
gress to keep in functioning activity 
the machinery of the government it- 
self? Who would dare oppose any 
changes in the rules necessary to in- 
sure that the business of the United 
States should always be conducted in 
the interests of the nation and never 
be in danger of encountering a situa- 
tion where one man or a minority of 
men might._demand unreasonable con- 
cessions under threat of blocking the 
business of the government? 

“Who woud dare maintain that in 
the last analysis the right of the sen- 
ate itself to act should ever be sub- 
ordinated to the right of one senator 
to make a speech? 

“The rules can be found, as is the 
custom in other deliberative and legis- 
lative assemblies, to fully protect a 
senator in his rights to be heard with- 
out forfeiting at any time the greater 
right of the senate to act. 


No Excuse for Nonsense. 


| “The constitution gives the senate 
; and the house of representatives the 
{right to adopt their own rules for the 
| conduct of business, but this does not 
excuse customs and rules which, under 
certain conditions, might put the 
power of the senate itself in the hands 
of individuals to be used in legislative 
barter. 

* Proper rules will protect the rights 
of minorities without surrendering the 
rights of a majority to legislate. 

“Under the inexorable laws of hu- 
man nature and human reaction, this 
system of rules, if unchanged, cannot 
but lessen the effectiveness, prestige, 
and dignity of the United States sen- 
ate. Were this the first session of the 
senate and its present system of rules, 
unchanged, offered seriously for adop- 
tion, the impact of outraged public 
opinion, reflected in the attitude of the 
senators themselves, would crush the 
proposal like an eggshell. 


Reforms Are Indispensable. 


“ Reform in the present rules of the 
senate is demanded not only by Amer- 
| ean public opinion, but I venture to 

say in the individual consciences of a 
majority of the members of the senate 
itself. 

‘* As it is the duty on the part of the 
presiding officer of the senate to call 
attention to defective methods in the 
conduct of business by the body over 
which he presides, so, under their con- 
stitutional power, it is the duty of the 
members of this body to correct them. 
To evade or ignore an issue between 
right and wrong methods is in itself 
a wrong. 

“To the performance of this duty—a 
‘duty which is nonpartisan—a duty 
| which is nonsectional—a duty which is 
alone in the interest of the nation we 
have sworn to faithfully serve—I ask 
the consideration of the senate, ap- 
pealing to the conscience and to’ the 
patriotism of the individual members.”

The failure to dispose of the entire 
amount was attributed to the fact that 
this wear’s offering at $125 a share was 
made during the week when the stock 
established its year's high price at 
1295s. Before the subscription rights 
expired'on Feb. 21 it had fallen below 
125, and today closed at 1227. 

Last year’s offering of 100,000 shares 
at $100 a share was heavily oversub- 
scribed, mere than 60,000 employés 
placing orders for a total of 154,363 
shares, 


MUSSOLINI, MUCH 
BETTER, TAKES UP

ROME, March 4.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.] — Premier Mussolini, who 
has been ill for a number of days with 
influenza, apparently has virtually, re- 
covered and has resumed, from his 
apartment, the conduct of matters of 
state. Roberto Farinacci, secretary of 
the Fascist party, issued this state- 
ment in reply to numerous conflicting 
reports as to the premier’s condition: 


“Premier Mussolini has almost en- 


tirely recovered, so much go that ewery 
day he has a number of conversations 
with prominent people and is aften- 
tively following the development of po- 
litical events.” 

‘It was denied emphatically that any 
operation had been performed on the 
premier and, as evidence of his recov- 
ery, it was pointed out that he already

The weak March sun was still shin- 
ing over the west shoulder of the 
White House a few minutes after 2 
when a squadron of the 3d cavairy 
clattered through the buff and blue 
court of honor. Alongside them rolled 
the presidential car. A cheer went 
up—an echo of the ripple that had 
marked the progress of the car for the 
whole mile from the capitol—and Mrs. 
Coolidge smiled and bowed graciously 
to the crowds. 

A moment later the car shot into the 
White House driveway, while the cav- 
alry troops stood in line with sabers at 
salute and colors dipped, and the presi- 
dential hat was replaced for the first 
time during the rite down Pennsy!- 
Vania avenue. 

Then came the cars bearing Vice 
President and Mrs. Dawes, the con- 
gressional escort, members of the cabi- 
net, the aids, and a guard of honor 
composed of members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

Scarcely fifteen minutes after the 
party reached the executive mansion, 
President and Mrs. Coolidge and Vice 
President and Mrs. Dawes entered the 
glass inclosed reviewing stand. 


Just a Fair Sized Crowd. 


It wags just what might be termed a 
comfortable crowd that filled the lau- 
1el festooned and flag draped court of 
honor. The sidewalk spaces in front 
of the White House were thrown open 
to the public a few moments before 
the parade came along, but even then 
there was no crush. 

The presidential party had been in 
the reviewing stand nearly fifteen min- 
utes before the police escort swung 
into the avenue from 15th street. Then 
came the grand marshal, Maj. Gen. 
John L. Hines, and his staff; the huge 
gray uniformed arniv band, the olive 
drab 12th infantry, a battalion of en- 
gineers with their band, the 56th serv- 
ice squadron, air service; the 16th and 
6th field artilleries, including battery F 
of the latter with their famous white 
horses; a battalion of snorting, rum- 
bling light tanks and a long train of 
quartermaster trucks. 

The medal covered, snappy stepping 
Quantico marines and the scarlet coat- 
ed marine band received great ap- 
plause. Gov. Pinchot, clad in a long 
black coat and riding a horse at the 
head of his staff, shared honors in the 
gubernatorial welcome with Gov. Nel- 
lie Ross of Wyoming, Gov Ritchie of

If it leads to | 
individual disability without insurance or bank ac- 
eount the consequences will be unpleasant, but this 
free spending nation has the greatest industries 
and the greatest comfort. That is a material ad- 
vantage much envied in countries which do not 
have It. | 
President Coolidge is thinking of government ex- 
penditures in the terms of the people. He says 
that saving money is saving people. Most of us| 
would prefer to spend our own money rather than | 
have the government spend it for us. 
National economy can mean the lopping off of, 
unnecessary expenses, the stopping of unneces- 
sary federal activities, and the cutting of fat 
out of pay rolls and of pork out of appropria- 
tions. It also can mean the impairment of neces- 
sary government activities and the underpayment 
servants. We do not believe 
in the latter economy. This country has wealth 
‘o maintain itself properly and pay decently. The

Incle Sam has been such a tightwad that if he.

A brilliant man of exceptionz!l 
could not go abroad as ambassador if he were 
poor.

The Vice President 
generally lives by lecturing and the people filling 
the small places in government employment are 
generally worse off than any of their neighbors in 
the same block. 

This is not economy. i! Such 
economy might keep the country from having an 
air defense, from keeping up its navy, and might 
muster out most of the army. Adequate defense 
is insurance against war or 
quences of war. What put American taxes up on 
the roof was war, a War in which we had to open 
the financial floodgates because it then was too 
late to keep from wasting money. 

We have to take a. program of economy 
regervations. It may be popular. People do not 
like taxes and excessive taxes hurt, 
which keeps a rich nation from getting what it 
needs and paying what it should also hurts. 

Mr. Coolidge is now, as he has been. a rational 
man on national defense. He says, “ our country 
represents nothing but peaceful! intentions towards 
ell the earth. but it ought not to fail to maintain 
such a military force as comports with the dig- 
nity and security.of a great people. It ought to be 
a well balanced force, intensely modern, capable 
of defense by sea and beneath the surface 
and in the air.” 

We feel that congress wil] not get any executive 
discouragement if it is willing to give the country 
this “intensely modern " force.

Rings in Girls’ Noses 
Panama Parley Issue

ABOARD U. 8S. CRUISER CLEVE- 
LAND, PORVENIR, Panama, March 
4.—Plans for the settlement of differ- 


ences between the Panama government 


and the San Blas Indians, who recently 
went on the warpath, killing a number 
of Panamans, were begun here today. 
American Minister South will act as 
mediator. 


Several San Blas Indian chiefs came, 


aboard the Cleveland this morning for 
the conference. Chief Sabla Tomale 
told Tue TRIBUNE his people were 
neither aggressive nor a bloodthirsty 
race and all they wanted was the right 
to run their own affairs. They do not 


| object to Panaman supremacy so long 
as they are given autonomy. 


He then called over three Indian 
girls and asked THE TRIBUNE cCorrTe- 
spondent what was wrong with their 
clothes. The girls were garbed in multi- 
colored costumes and wore rings in 
their noses and, in fact, were quite 
pretty. The chief said that the Panama 
police wanted to compel the girls to 
exchange their native clothes for al- 
leged civilized dress and to prohibit 
nose rings.

Prairie Corn Bread. 


There are already reasons why we 
should hark back to the wheatless 
bread recipes so exploited in 1918, and 


for health’s sake we should for a part 
of the time eat the coarse breads. How- 
ever, if we find them digestively ir- 
ritating, there is some doubt about 
such breads being for us. Even Bos- 
ton brown bread may move too rapid- 
ty through the digestive tract to yield 
up much of its nourishment. 

The policy of a rapid course for any 
food may be a bad one, since it can- 
not yield up its nourishment if rushed, 
and it does irritate and wear out our 
precious digestive membranes. More 
persons die between 50 and 60 because 
of lack of digestive power than for 
any other one reason. 

But there is the prairie bread: One- 
half cup corn meal, one and a half 
cups of rye flour, one teaspoon of 
salt, four teaspoons of baking powder, 
one-third cup boiling water, three- 
fourths of a cup of milk, one table- 
spoon of shortening, one-half cup of
